To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Newton  in  the  County  of  Rockingham 
in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Newton  on 
Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

l.To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town 
charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same.

land  of  said  Bearce  364.46  feet  to  a  point  of  beginning;  containing  5.7

REGULATIONS  FOR  INSTALLING  WOOD  & 
COAL  BURNING  STOVES 

A.  Chimneys  for  wood  or  coal  burning  stoves  will  be  constructed  in 
accordance  with  N.F.D.  Pamphlet  #100  Chapters  7&8. 

B.  Chimney  connectors  for  wood  or  coal  burning  stoves  will  be  installed  in 
accordance  with  N.F.D.  Pamphlet  #100  Chapter  11. 

C.  No  wood  or  coal  burning  device  shall  be  connected  to  a  flue  that  is 
being  used  for  an  oil  or  gas  burner  except  an  underwriters  approved 
combination  unit. 

D.  Each  stove  will  have  at  least  a  36"  clearance  from  surrounding 
conbustible  materials.  This  includes  furniture,  walls,  fuel  supply. 

E.  If  stove  is  to  be  placed  on  a  combustible  floor,  adequate  protection 
must  be  installed.  This  protection  must  extend  18"  forward  of  the  stove 
and  12"  to  each  side  and  rear  of  stove. 

F.  Floor  protection  must  consist  of  24  gage  sheet  metal  placed  over  Va" 
asbestos  board  or  other  material  that  provides  a  substantially  equivalent 
degree  of  safety  as  permitted  by  the  Fire  Inspector. 

G.  Stove  must  have  legs  4"  minimum  in  length. 

WALL  AND  FLOOR  PROTECTION  FOR  WOOD  OR 
COAL  BURNING  STOVES 
Wall  Protection 

The  following  construction  materials  and  methods  will  allow  a  wood  or 
coal  burning  stove  to  be  placed  with  18"  from  combustible  materials.  If 
No  protection  is  installed  a  wood  or  coal  burning  stove  must  be  kept  36" 
away  from  combustible  materials. 
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A.  1.  Combustible  material  covered  with  regular  sheet  rock  (U.S.  gypsum) 
2.  Brick  laid  4"  thickness  against  the  sheet  rock. 

B.  1.  Combustible  material  covered  with  regular  sheet  rock. 

2.  Install  5/8"  fire  code  sheet  rock  with  one  inch  air  space  between 
materials  listed  in  #1  and  2. 

C.  1.  Combustible  material  covered  with  regular  sheet  rock. 

2.  Install  22  gage  sheet  metal  with   one   inch   air   space   between 
materials,  listed  in  #1  and  2. 

D.  1.  Combustible  material  covered  with  regular  sheet  rock. 

2.  Install  Va"  asbestos  board  with  one  inch  air  space  between  materials, 
listed  in  #1  and  2. 

Floor  Protection 

The  following  construction  material  and  methods  will  allow  a  wood  or  coal 
burning  stove  to  be  placed  on  a  combustible  floor.  Regardless  of 
protection  installed  the  stove  must  have  legs  4"  long. 

A.  1.  Combustible  material  covered  with  brick  laid  2"  thickness  over 

enough  area  to  include  12"  to  rear  and  sides  of  wood  or  coal  burning 
stove  and  18"  to  front  of  stove,  (this  assumes  a  front  loading  stove  -  if 
stove  is  side  loading  the  18"  protection  area  must  be  to  the  loading 
side.) 

B.  1.  Combustible  materials  covered  with  24  gage  sheet  metal  placed  over 

Vi"  asbestos  board.  This  protection  must  cover  the  same  floor  area 
as  described  in  A-l  previous. 

C.  1.  Other  materials  and  methods  may  be   used   which   provide   a 

substantially  equivalent  degree  of  safety,  however,  each  such 
installation  must  be  approved  by  the  Fire  inspector. 

ARTICLE  40.  Upon  petition  of  ten  or  more  legal  voters  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  share  in  the  materials,  machinery  and  labor  expense  of  maintaining  a 
satisfactory  condition  that  portion  of  Wenmark  Grove  Road  beginning  at 
its  orgination  on  Pond  Street  and  extending  a  distance  of  approximately 
one- quarter  mile  to  the  Town  Beach  parking  lot. 
Moved  and  seconded.  Carried  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  41.  Upon  petition  of  ten  or  more  legal  voters  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  install  a  chain  link  or  wood  fence,  cost  not  to  exceed  $2,500.00  on  the 
Southwestern  property  line  of  the  Town  park  and  beach  on  Country  Pond. 
Moved  and  seconded.  Motion  defeated. 

ARTICLE  42.  Upon  petition  of  ten  or  more  legal  voters  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  provide  a  lifeguard/supervisor  to  be  stationed  at  the  Town 
Beach  on  Country  Pond  during  the  summer  months  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sume  not  to  exceed  $4,000.00  for  the  same. 
Moved  and  seconded.  Article  defeated. 
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ARTICLE  3.  Discussion  of  the  budget  was  resumed.  The  Selectmen 

announced  the  over  all  budget  figure  is  $352,306.45. 

It  was  voted  to  accept  the  new  figure  of  $210,151.00  for  this  article. 

ARTICLE  43.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 

the  meeting. 

The  question  was  asked  if  anything  is  being  done  to  encourage  light 

industry  in  town. 

It  was  voted  that  the  new  Selectmen  not  be  sworn  in  until  after  town 

meeting  is  over. 

Mr.  Baker  asked  for  suggestions  on  use  of  the  old  library  building. 

Suggestions  offered  from  the  floor  were:   Planning  Board,   Historical 

Society,  to  be  moved  and  made  into  a  town  office  building. 

A  request  was  made  for  volunteers  for  the  recycling  program.  Mrs.  Beth 

Callahan  and  Mrs.  Jean  Grogan  are  heading  the  committee.

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  December,  1978 

Dear  Townspeople  of  Newton: 

1978  was  an  active  year  for  the  Gale  Library  as  the  calendar  below 
shows.  A  great  deal  has  been  accomplished  with  the  help  of  many  people 
and  with  the  support  of  the  taxpayers  through  the  Library  budget  and  the 
vote  in  favor  of  the  Youth  Manpower  Project  at  Town  Meeting.  The 
Trustees  would  like  to  express  their  gratitude  to  Mrs.  Marjorie  Reynolds, 
Librarian;  Mrs.  Betty  Standing  and  Mrs.  Nancy  Marden,  Library 
Assistants;  and  to  Mrs.  Irene  Nally,  our  loyal  regular  vonunteer,  for  their 
hard  work  this  year,  and  especially  for  their  patience  in  organizing, 
moving,  and  re-organizing  the  Library.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Newton  Conservation  Commission  has  been  busy  coordinating  a 
plan,  with  the  help  of  the  county  and  state  foresters,  for  pruning  and 
selling  cordwood  to  town  residents.  Once  in  operation  the  plan  should 
provide  a  small  source  of  revenue  for  the  town  as  well  as  much  needed 
firewood  for  residents  who  need  it  for  stoves  and  fireplaces. 

A  local  youngster,  Kevin  Deary,  Was  given  the  opportunity  to  attend 
Conservation  Camp  and  the  members  of  the  commission  will  be  looking 
for  another  girl  or  boy,  fourteen  years  of  age  or  older,  to  send  in  1979. 

Some  repair  work  was  done  on  the  Marshall  House  and  an  estimate  for 
repairs  on  the  chimney  were  received. 

Members  also  worked  with  the  Solid  Waste  Committee  on  securing  the 
compactor  and  preparing  the  disposal  area.

NEWTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

1978  has  been  a  year  of  new  and  more  challenges.  Because  of  the 
interest,  training,  and  initiative  of  the  men  of  the  department,  each  one 
was  met  and  dealt  with  professionally  and  competently. 

The  number  of  calls  answered  increased  by  approximately  75%.  This 
increase  is  attributed  to  the  increase  in  medical  assistance  which  is 
extremely  important  and  of  extreme  value  to  those  injured  or  ill. 

Also,  the  number  of  fires  caused  by  wood  burning  appliances  continue 
to  increase  because  of  the  increased  use  of  this  type  of  heat  to  help  offset 
the  rising  cost  of  fuel  oil  and  electricity. 

The  new  program  for  inspection  and  permits  for  woodburning 
appliances  has  been  very  successful  it's  first  year  in  that  the  inspectors 
have  been  able  to  eliminate  some  very  serious  potential  problems  and  have 
at  the  same  time  been  able  to  make  some  homes  much  safer  to  live  and 
sleep  in. 

For  those  who  are  not  already  aware  of  it,  it  is  getting  more  difficult  to 
get  people  interested  in  civic  affairs;  to  do  physical  work  and  make 
themselves  available  immediately  when  others  need  them  regardless  of 
weather  conditions,  time  of  day,  etc. 

It  is  for  this  reason  I  have  requested  a  raise  in  the  hourly  rate  for  the 
firemen.  Hopefully,  it  will  help  keep  those  interested  in  the  department 
that  are  there  now  and  also  give  us  a  little  more  to  offer  as  we  need  men  in 
the  future.  I  would  like  to  request  your  support  for  this  at  the  annual  town 
meeting.  I  feel  that  good  trained  manpower  is  our  most  valuable  asset.  The 
Fire  Department  is  yours  and  is  available  if  you  need  it  for  an  emergency; 
so  don't  sell  yourself  short. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  men  of  the  department 
and  their  families  for  their  cooperation,  and  their  unselfish  giving  of  their 
time  and  efforts.

POLICE  CHIEF'S  REPORT  1978 

In  1978  the  Police  Department  has  come  to  realize  the  growing  pains  of 
the  town  of  Newton  in  that  almost  every  form  of  calls  that  we  respond  to 
has  doubled. 
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One  of  our  major  concerns  is  the  sharp  increase  of  motor  vehicle 
accidents.  We  are  in  hopes  of  getting  Federal  Aid  from  the  Highway  Safety 
Agency  for  radar  patrols  with  the  second  cruiser  this  coming  year.  This 
will  help  tremendously  in  cutting  down  on  speeders  —  and  the  accident 
statistics. 

Another  concern  this  past  year  is  the  increase  in  house  breaks  and 
attempted  house  breaks.  This  has  become  a  major  concern  of  every  police 
department  in  Southern  Rockingham  County.  Citizens  should  be  on  the 
alert  to  strangers  and  suspicious  motor  vehicles  in  their  neighborhood. 
They  should  immediately  report  them  to  the  police  department.  Citizens 
and  policemen  working  together  can  be  of  great  help  in  elminating  this 
type  of  crime. 

Through  the  untiring  efforts  and  long  hours  put  in  by  our  new  juvenile 
officer,  Donald  Hannon,  who,  incidentally,  without  pay,  has  done  the  job 
for  the  past  year.  This  has  taken  a  big  job  off  our  shoulders  and  he  has  had 
excellent  success  in  all  the  cases  he  has  been  involved  in.  His  work  with  his 
fellow  officers  and  the  school  officials  has  been  superb. 

Another  problem  on  the  increase  is  all  forms  of  vandelism.  While 
investigating  vandelism;  again  citizen  cooperation  is  very  important  in  the 
area  of  fast  reporting  of  these  incidents  and  any  accurate  information  they 
can  relay  to  the  department.  In  this  way  we  can  expedite  the  investigation, 
arrest  and  conviction  of  the  people  involved. 

Once  again,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the  town,  the  town 
officials,  and  all  the  other  departments  in  the  town  with  whom  we  work. 
We  thank  them  for  their  cooperation  and  vow  to  continuously  strive  to 
make  this  a  safe  community  to  live  in  and  to  be  proud  of.

CEMETERY  TRUSTEES'  REPORT 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  clearing  of  the  Hoyt  Cemetery  has 
been  completed  and  many  more  grave  sites  have  been  discovered  than 
previously  were  thought  to  exist.  We  are  still  attempting  to  discover  the 
identity  of  many  of  the  departed  interred  in  this  graveyard. 
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It  now  appears  that  the  cemetery  located  behind  Packer  Meadows  is  an 
Indian  burial  site.  It  is  probable  that  these  were  'Christian  Indians'  as  the 
term  was  used  in  the  revolutionary  time.  It  has  been  decided  to  leave  this 
graveyard  in  its  natural  condition  as  we  do  not  feel  that  we  could  improve 
on  the  beauty  of  the  setting. 

The  yard  sale  in  September  was  very  successful  as  many  residents 
prepared  for  the  inevitable  and  took  advantage  of  the  pre-inflationary 
prices.  Please  be  aware  that  the  new  price  will  be  $60.00  per  grave 
including  perpetual  care.  Residents  should  know  that  perpetual  care  does 
not  include  landscaping. 

A  word  is  in  order  concerning  cemetery  funding.  New  Hampshire  law  is 
very  explicit  in  that  perpetual  care  funds  may  be  expended  only  on  the 
gravesite  to  which  these  funds  apply  and  may  not  be  transferred  as  these 
funds  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  probate  court.  The  funds  set  up 
by  town  meeting  through  the  sale  of  gravesites  may  be  used  within  the 
cemetery  to  which  they  apply.  A  new  law  states  that  upon  petition  to  the 
general  court  excess  interest  from  a  perpetual  care  fund  may  be 
transferred  to  the  maintenance  fund,  but  under  no  condition  may  these 
funds  be  used  in  another  cemetery  or  for  any  other  purpose.  This  would 
mean  that  unless  the  town  appropriates  funds  for  the  care  of  those 
cemeteries  not  covered  by  trust  funds  we  cannot,  by  law,  keep  them 
maintained. 

In  these  inflationary  times  it  is  difficult  to  justify  spending  money  on 
cemeteries.  However,  we  feel  the  preservation  of  the  towns  historical  past 
is  a  worthy  endeaver.

EXETER  AREA  VISITING  NURSE 
ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.,  is  a  community 
health  service  that  provides  health  care  to  individuals  and  families  in  their 
home,  in  the  office,  or  in  clinics.  The  care  may  be  to  prevent  disease, 
promote,  maintain,  or  restore  health  or  it  may  be  to  minimize  the  effects  of 
illness  or  disability. 

The  association  is  a  non-profit  agency  governed  by  a  Board  of  Directors. 
This  Board  is  made  up  of  people  who  are  appointed  by  the  selectmen  in 
your  town.  The  Association  is  often  incorrectly  thought  to  be  a  department 
of  another  health  provider  such  as  a  hospital,  but  is  in  fact  a  separate  and 
distinct  organization. 

Funding  for  the  Association  comes  from  Medicare,  Medicaid,  patient 
fees,  local  taxes,  and  donations.  Town  appropriations  make  the  service 
available  to  the  town,  they  do  not  buy  units  of  service  for  individuals. 

The  services  provided  as  as  follows: 

HOME  HEALTH  CARE.  Home  visits  are  made  on  referral  from 
physicians,  patients,  families  or  other  agencies.  The  nurse  does 
treatments,  dressings,  irrigations,  injections,  and  gives  instructions  for 
care.  She  teaches  nutrition,  special  diets,  and  accident  prevention  as  well 
as  other  aspects  of  health  care.  The  Physical  Therapist  establishes  and 
carries  out  a  program  to  rehabilitate  the  patient.  The  Health  Aide 
provides  care  under  the  supervision  of  the  Registered  Nurse  and/or  the 
Physical  Therapist. 

MATERNAL  AND  CHILD  HEALTH  PROGRAM.  Visits  are  made  to 
new  or  expectant  mothers  to  provide  information  and  instruction  in  the 
care  of  themselves  and  their  babies.  Well  Child  Clinics  are  held  twice  a 
month  and  provide  the  following  services:  Physical  exams  by  a  local 
pediatrician,  immunizations,  hearing  and  vision  screening,  lead  and  urine 
testing,  special  counseling,  family  planning  and  referral  when 
appropriate.  The  clinics  are  for  infants  and  preschool  children. 

ADULT  SCREENING  PROGRAM.  Clinics  are  held  twice  a  month  for 
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blood  pressure  and  weight  checks,  diet  and  medication  counseling  and 
referrals.  Flu  vaccine  clinics  are  held  yearly. 

MENTAL  HEALTH  PROGRAM.  Visits  to  patients  with  mental  and/or 
emotional  problems.  Coordination  of  care  between  patient,  family, 
psychiatrist  and  community. 

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE  PROGRAM.  Visits  to  patients  who 
have  or  have  had  or  are  contacts  of  persons  with  Tuberculosis  for  testing 
and/or  medication  and  general  health  supervision.  Instruction  and/or 
referral  for  other  communicable  diseases. 

HOSPITAL  REFERRAL  PROGRAM.  An  Agency  nurse  is  in  a  local 
hospital  five  mornings  a  week  to  assist  in  planning,  coordinating,  and 
arranging  for  care  at  home  so  that  a  patient  may  move  from  hospital  to 
home  without  any  iterruption  in  care. 

8,748  units  of  service  were  provided  to  residents  of  the  service  area 
between  January  1, 1978  and  October  31, 1978.

Newton  residents  have  benefited  from  the  various  services  offered  by  the 
Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurses  Association  by  a  total  of  432  units  of  service. 
The  figure  noted  for  adult  health  is  misleading.  Listed  is  (0)  zero  services, 
however,  as  many  are  aware,  there  is  a  blood  pressure  clinic  in  Newton 
that  takes  place  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month  at  the  Newton  Junction 
Firehouse  from  9  to  10:30  a.m.  and  at  the  Packer  Meadows  Senior 
Citizens  Complex  from  10:30  to  noon  the  same  day.  The  clinics  are  open  to 
all,  not  just  Newton  residents  and  are  free  of  charge.  They  offer  a  variety  of 
services  besides  that  of  taking  the  blood  pressure  —  specifically  general 
health  maintenance  counseling  in  regard  to  nutrition,  special  diets,  and 
medications.  The  clinic  is  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  V.N.  A.,  however, 
it  is  staffed  by  volunteers,  interested  citizens  and  local  professional  nurses 
rather  than  a  staff  member  of  V.N.  A.  For  this  reason  the  programs  figures 
are  not  calculated  as  all  other  clinic  services.  Monthly  an  average  of  60-75 
persons  attend.  It  is  the  desire  of  your  board  members  to  see  even  more 
Newton  residents  in  need  of  such  services  to  utilize  them  in  the  future, 
especially  by  younger  men  and  women  as  hypertension  is  being  detected  in 
a  much  younger  age  group  today.  If  enough  interest  is  expressed  in  an 
evening  blood  pressure  clinic  for  those  unable  to  make  the  daytime 
schedule,  we  will  arrange  it. 

This  year  the  "Vial  of  Life"  program  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Marie 
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Huard,  was  instituted.  This  free  program  encourages  our  elder  citizens 
especially  those  living  alone,  to  list  and  store  appropriate  health 
information  where  it  can  be  retrieved  easily  in  the  event  of  an  emergency. 
For  those  wishing  more  information,  please  call  your  board  members. 

There  should  be  no  stigma  attached  to  any  persons  using  the 
community  health  services  offered.  The  objective  of  all  these  programs  is  a 
higher  degree  of  wellness  or  maintained  health  status  for  all. 

This  year  the  V.N. A.  adopted  a  new  system  of  charge  based  on  time 
spent  with  a  client  rather  than  minimum  fee  with  maximum  fee 
restrictions.  Coupled  with  an  income  based  ability  to  pay  scale  which  is 
entirely  confidential,  the  health  care  costs  are  reduced  to  where  optimum 
health  care  is  within  the  range  of  all.  Most  important,  health  care  is 
accessible  —  right  in  the  home!

The  town's  compliance  with  the  state's  mandate  to  cease  open  burning 
and  dumping  was  realized  during  1978.  Compliance  was  made  possible 
through  the  establishment  of  a  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Area  (SWDA)  that 
provides  a  transfer  station  and  disposal  for  brush,  stumps, 
construction/building  materials,  tires  and  scrapped  metal  appliances. 
Because  of  its  compatibility  with  all  solid  waste  projects  currently  being 
planned  or  projected  for  the  area,  the  SWDA  facility  provides  the  town 
with  a  long  term  solution  to  its  solid  waste  management  problems.  As 
reported  by  the  Rockingham  County  Solid  Waste  Task  Force,  Newton  is 
one  of  only  three  towns  in  the  county  who  will  not  be  faced  with  a  serious 
solid  waste  disposal  problem  within  the  next  three  to  four  years. 

The  transfer  station  (compactor)  portion  of  the  facility  provides  the 
town  with  several  options,  i.e.;  (a)  eventually  being  able  to  direct  haul 
compacted  waste  to  the  disposal  facility  providing  the  most  favorable 
contract  price,  (b)  The  possibility  of  establishing  with  another  town  a 
cooperative  that  would  be  economically  advantageous  to  each  participant, 
(c)  being  able  in  future  years  to  consider  the  economic  advantages  of 
having  its  own  hauling  capability,  (d)  the  desirability,  as  the  town  grows,  of 
instituting  residential  pick-up  and  delivery  to  the  transfer  station,  and  (e) 
in  conjunction  with  the  growth  problem,  the  capability  of  dividing  the 
town  into  sections  with  each  section  having  its  own  scheduled  day  and  time 
for  use  of  the  SWDA. 

Completion  of  the  overall  project  was  not  without  its  problems.  The 
engineering  consultant  firm  did  less  than  a  satisfactory  job  in  its  design  of 
the  facility.  But  thanks  to  the  alertness  of  the  successful  bidding 
contractor  (Chester  E.  Bearce)  the  errors  were  noted  and  brought  to  the 
committee' s  attention  before  construction  had  reached  a  point  that  changes 
would  have  added  considerably  to  overall  cost. 

Completing  the  facility  also  had  its  good  moments  not  the  least  of  which 
was  the  final  bill  which  was  considerably  less  than  expected.  The  esthetic 
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changes  has  to  also  be  considered  a  plus. 

The  undersigned  wishes  to  publicly  thank  the  committee  members  for 
the  many  hours  unselfishly  contributed  and  for  their  conscientious  open 
minded  approach  in  accomplishing  the  purpose  and  goals  of  the 
committee.

REPORT  OF  YOUR  COMMISSIONERS  ON  THE  SOUTHERN 

ROCKINGHAM  REGIONAL  PLANNING  DISTRICT 

COMMISSION  [SRRPDC]  ACTIVITIES 

Seven  area  towns  having  a  total  of  fifteen  non-paid  Commissioners  and 
five  full  time  staff  personnel,  consisting  of  a  Planning  Director,  Soil 
Scientist,  Transportation  Planner,  Natural  Resources  Planner,  and  a 
Secretary.  There  are  also  four  Interns  on  the  staff.  Two  are  presently 
working  on  historic  preservation,  one  on  transportation,  and  the  fourth  is 
working  on  whatever  project  is  critical. 

The  two  appointed  commissioners  from  Newton  are,  Myrtle  Rogers  and 
Vernon  Storey.  Mrs.  Rogers  was  appointed  when  Thomas  Grogran,  our 
previous  commissioner  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Selectman.  Vernon 
Storey  was  elected  by  the  commissioners  as  its  chairman  in  May,  1978. 

The  Commission  provides  its  member  towns  with  a  variety  of  services, 
encompassing  three  general  catagories:  Local  planning  assistance; 
Regional  Planning,  and  Coordination.  The  following  is  a  listing  of  the 
three  service  categories  and  the  manner  in  which  they  were  provided  to 
Newton. 

1.  Local  Planning  Assistance:  [Aid  to  the  Planning  Board] 

1.1  Several  on  site  soils  investigations  by  the  staff  Soil  Scientist  (This  is 
to  determine  the  suitability  of  soils  for  development.) 

1.2  Completion  of  the  town's  soils  mapping.  Review  and  matching  of 
soil's  boundaries,  inking  of  field  sheets  and  shipment  to  S.C.S. 
cartographic  in  Maryland  for  final  corrections  and  photographing. 

1.3  Occasional  assistance  to  Board  (legal  or  design)  with  problematic 
subdivision  applications. 

1.4  Assistance  to  the  Board  on  improved  street  design  and  construction 
standards. 

1.5  Assistance  to  the  Board  on  a  natural  resource  protection  strategy: 
soil  type-lot  size  and  wetland  zoning. 

2.  Regional  Planning: 

2.1  Publication  of  the  regional  water  quality  report 

2.2  Work  (testimony,  redrafting)  on  House  Bills  690  and  773:  690  would 
have  permitted  towns  to  designate  "prime"  wetlands.  773  would  have, 
over  10  years,  required  shorefront  home  owners  to  bring  their  sewage 
systems  to  state  standards. 
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2.3  Preparation  of  reports  on  the  impacts  on  towns  of  adoption  of  a 
wetland  zoning  ordinance. 

2.4  Preparation  of  a  draft  areawide  water  quality  plan. 

2.5  Arrangements  for  fall  law  lecture  series  at  Sanborn  High  School. 

2.6  Arrangements  for  early  winter  growth  management  workshop. 

2.7  Updating  of  soil  type-lot  size,  wastewater  and  erosion  control  model 
ordinances. 

3.  Coordination: 

3.1  Occasional  briefings  on  legislation  potentially  affecting 
municipalities  during  the  1978  special  session.

MENTAL  HEALTH  CENTER 

FOR  SOUTHERN  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

Annual  Report  for  1978 

Fiscal  Year  1977-1978  saw  a  major  turning  point  in  the  history  of  the 
Mental  Health  Center  for  Southern  New  Hampshire.  In  May,  1978,  after 
months  of  planning  and  application  to  the  National  Institute  of  Mental 
Health,  a  Federal  Grant  was  secured  to  expand  services  beyond  the 
outpatient  facilities  in  Salem  and  Hampstead.  The  Derry  and  Hampstead 
offices  and  the  Salem  Clinic  staff  was  expanded  to  meet  the  growing 
demand  for  screening,  diagnosis,  and  treatment  of  individuals  and 
families.  The  Center  plans  to  work  closely  with  schools,  town  institutions 
and  service  agencies,  not  only  in  case  work  but  also  in  education,  toward 
early  detection  and  prevention.  The  newly  established  Community 
Services  and  Education  Department  offers  supporting  services  to  clients, 
lectures  and  seminars,  radio  and  television  programs,  and  resource 
material  on  mental  health  issues  and  problems  of  daily  living. 

The  Center  continues  to  provide  localized  inpatient  services  and  care, 
through  working  agreements  with  hospitals  in  Derry  and  Hampstead.  To 
expand  Sustaining  Care  to  serve  a  wider  range  of  citizens,  Day  Treatment 
and  Elders  Services  have  been  developed.  Special  programs  for  children 
and  the  treatment  of  alcoholism  are  being  planned  for  the  near  future.  A 
new  24-hour  Emergency  Service,  available  by  calling  432-2253,  has  been 
operating  since  August  1978.  All  services  and  programs  are  planned  and 
admnistered  to  be  as  comprehensive  as  possible,  while  being  responsive  to 
the  particular  needs  of  the  client  and  the  community. 

In  Fiscal  Year  1977-78,  9  clients  from  Newton  were  seen,  with  58  hours 
spent  in  outpatient,  screening,  and  identification  services  and  long  term 
services.  During  the  latter  half  of  1978,  22  hours  were  spent  in  direct 
outpatient  services,  and  two  contacts  were  made  with  Emergency  Services, 
with  two  cases  active  as  of  December  1,  1978.  The  Mental  Health  Center 
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for  Southern  New  Hampshire  recognizes  its  continuing  responsibility  to 
provide  this  community  with  the  most  comprehensive  mental  health  care 
available.

The  following  applicants  were  hired  for  this  program:  Maynard  Flynn, 
Co-ordinator  Supervisor;  Marion  Short,  Playground  Supervisor;  Vicki 
Silva,  Timothy  Duffy,  Mark  Bilodeau,  Sherry  Dow,  Cindy  Fitzgerald, 
Karen  Deary,  Michele  Nicole,  Cliff  Petrone  (worked  in  Plaistow). 

It  was  indeed  a  great  experience  getting  the  Summer  program  under 
way  in  1978.  Because  less  CETA  funds  were  available  the  work  force  was 
limited;  also,  the  fact  the  applications  listed  mail  addresses  of  Plaistow 
confused  matters  greatly  in  the  CETA  office. 

We  had  23  applicants  apply  and  10  qualified.  There  has  been  some 
misunderstanding  that  the  Selectmen  select  the  applicants.  This  is  not  so, 
CETA  makes  all  decisions  and  advises  us  who  qualifies  and  we  make  the 
contacts  and  the  placements. 

Maynard  Flynn  who  was  the  Co-ordinator  Supervisor  and  Marion  Short 
who  was  the  Playground  Supervisor  at  the  Heath  St.  recreation  area  both 
deserve  a  lot  of  credit  for  having  the  untiring  patience  of  dealing  with  20  to 
40  children  daily. 

Mr.  Flynn  and  his  crew  daily  picked  up  rubbish  at  the  town  beach  that 
residents  neglected  to  dispose  of  in  the  barrels  so  provided;  not  to  mention 
the  constant  repair  of  the  picnic  tables  and  the  replacement  of  signs.  They 
also  worked  at  the  old  Library  cleaning  it  up  for  the  Planning  Board  to  be 
used  for  meetings,  as  well  as  some  maintenance  work  at  the  town  hall. 
Mrs.  Short  conducted  games  and  crafts  for  the  childrens  entertainment. 
Two  girls  did  cleaning  at  the  Gale  Library. 

The  Recreation  Commission  provided  toilet  facilities  for  both  areas,  as 
well  as  purchasing  games  and  crafts  which  totaled  $212.40  and  was  fully 
reimbursed  by  CETA. 

My  repreated  visits  to  both  the  town  beach  and  the  recreation  are  to 
view  the  destruction  of  town  property  was  disheartening.  Mr.  Flynn's 
efforts  beyond  the  call  of  duty,  saved  the  town  many  dollars. 

It  is  my  hope  that  this  coming  season  residents  will  co-operate  and 
advise  their  children,  relatives,  and  guests  to  keep  YOUR  beach  and 
recreation  areas  clean  and  refrain  from  damaging  town  property. 

Our  untiring  efforts  are  for  you  to  enjoy  these  facilities,  please 
co-operate.
